We return to this fruitful (perhaps it 
would be in order to say fruitless) sub- 
ject. Complaints cuiitiinie to come from 
the mainland of irregulurities in llii; do- 
livory of newspapers. These complaints 
aru not confined to anyone publication; 
nil aeeni to share in ll'^ ill lucii which at- 
taches to the present postal system. On 
Sunday last space wpa Riven in The Co- 
lonist to a letter from a resident of Emory 
City, who wrote that he is "a subscriber 
to fuY weekly papers and should receive 
twenty papers per mouth, while ni reality 
(he wrote on the '2Uth June) so far this 
month he had received only inc." We 
are not prepared to say tliat tlie gentle- 
man's oiperienco is the experience of all 
subscribers to newspapers along the lino 
of railway; although from the numerous 
complaints which 'reach this otlice from 
the mainland wo know that his grievance 
is by no means singulr.r. In some in- 
stances, no doubt, blatue will rightly lie 
with the publication office; but the fact 
that of twenty newspapers sent from live 
different ofljces two only should bo re- 
reivod by a subscriber point.s unerringly 
to the postotlico department as the cul- 
[irit. There is something seiioiisly wrong 
si.iiiewliere; and non delivery i.t not the 
uiily trouble. Every Tuesday Miorning 
tho Victoria newspapers are placed in an 
i,rticial bag and delivered to theinailagent 
• ,n board the steamer at the wharf. These 
paperu should reach Yale on \^■ednesday, 
and Lytton on Friday ; l>ut a aiibscriher 
writes from tho latter point that tiiey 
never reach Lytton until a week after 
they have lefl ^'ictoria, notwithstanding 
a mail is dispatched twice a week from 
Yale for tho ui)per country. .\s a matter 
cf course, if papers do not get to Lytton 
rliey do not reach any point above that 
place and the inconvenience may be ima- 
gined. Now a remedy should be found 
immediately for this mo-it unsatisfactory 
state of things.

the charity of the public, a liaiikriipt, 
a petty thief, a botch at his trade, an 
habitual liar.

182;», when they removed to Itochester. 
.■l/brgan was a drunken brute who of 
ten assaulted his wife. In 1821 he 
took up iiis abode in BaUvia. Ho was 
hired by a .lAr. Warren, a J/ason ingood 
•landing- J/organ was never murlc s 
Maaon. By sonio means he obtained 
enough knowledge of tlie craft to make 
Mr. Warren believe that he had joined 



the Order in Canada, and J/r. Warren 
vouched for him, so that lie gained ad- 
mission to the Lodge in Ba,tavja. f>n 
account of his diis.solute habifs

and it made him furious against J/as- 
onry. The oidy lawful degree that 
ho ever received was in the Royul 
Arch at Le Roy, May 31, 1822, after 
the deceit practised upon his'^mployer.

As soon 
as the Chapter rejected bis application 
for admi.ssion he began his citi.Hade a- 
gainst the Order.

A third time the body 
was made the subject of a Coroner'* 
inquesc. It proved to be tluee inches 
more in length than J/organ was in 
lifi', and the testimonv of witnesses 
from Canada UJideniably established 
the facfc-thak the 8ijp|)osed remains of 
.1/organ were those of Timotliy -l/onro, 
who was di'owned on the 2Ctli of Sep 
tember, 1827. -l/rs. J/onro and her 
.son [lositively identified tho clothing 
found u|ioii the corpse and medical 
scier.ce allirined tliat the body had not 
ijeen in tlie^ .W^ter over two months, 
wheieas J/brgan had been missing over 
a year. Let mn conclude by .saying 
that thii famous Weeil letter was writ- 
teit from memory fifty -si.x years after 
the occurrenc>"'s it pretends to describe. 
Not the least of its inaccuracies ia .1/r. 
Weed's statement that he couhl have 
given (he world an authenticated his- 
tory of .Morgaii's murder through a 
written confession by Whitney, if 
N\'iiitney had not died soon after llie 
iioiiiinatloii of Lincoln in 18G0. 
Wliiiiii'v lived many years after his 
rcporled death bv Mr. Il'eel. I saw 
him myself later than 187U in Chicago 
and as my ineiuory serves ine he did 
not die until 1873 or 1873.

()rTAWA, ,Iuno li;.— .'Mr. Wriylil of 
British Columbia, left for Bloiitreal (ui 
Thursday to interview the president and 
directors of the Pacific railway, and eti- 
ileavor to induce them to withdraw tlieir 
demand requiring the disallowance of tho 
ICootenay railway charter, granted bj' the 
British Coliiiiiliia legiMlature. The Fede- 
ral government do not cbject to the act 
on coiialitutioiial or economic grounds, 
but [iropose lo disallow the bill lest the 
cuiistruction uf the proposed railway 
should interfere with the schemes of the 
Pacitic company. Did tho framers of the 
British North America act ever cniitem- 
plato such a coiitiiigeiicy as this when 
they placed the veto power in the hands 
of the Fedoral executive? Mr. Wright 
has not yet returned, and his fiiends are 
hopeful that he may convince the .Syndi- 
cate people that the Kootenay road would 
act as a feeder to their line, in which case 
probably the bill will not be disallowed. 
It is considered rather curious that the 
Dominion goveriinienl should go out of 
thoir way to review acts passed by the 
legislatures of Ontario, British Columbia 
and Manitoba, while the Quebec act, 
levying tribute on lianks, insurance coin- 
paiiiea, etc., which lias been declared 
nltra cn-c.-i by the cmirls, waa never inter- 
fered with. .Sir .1 iihii dare not object to 
any l^lueboc legislation, no matter lioiv 
uiicuiistilutiotial it may be.

It is asserted, I be 
lieve truly, that the t,)iieeii is in fuvnr of 
the change of law. It ia knuwii that the 
Prince of Wales is also. In the Lords I 
learn there is a majority m favor of the 
change; last year the bishops prevented 
it.
